VANZETTI ENDS 
HUNGER STRIKE; 
SACCO’S STILL ON 


Governor to Talk with 
Pair Again. 


Boston, Mass., July 24.—(—Bar- 
tolomeo Vanzetti, sentenced to die with 
Nicola Sacco for murder, ended his 
eight day hunger strike today by 
breakfasting on oatmeal, milk, bread 
and coffee. Sacco, however, main- 
tained his fasting and Vanzetti took 


only a cup of coffee for dinner at noon. 

The men started their fasting on 
July 16 as a protest against what they 
considered excessive secrecy surround- 
ing Gov. Fuller’s investigation of the 
case. 


Plans Second Interview. 


Gov. Fuller has announced that he 
will pay a second visit to state prison 
to interview the condemned men again. 
He talked to them on Friday, ‘when he 
also questioned Celestino Madeiros, 
sentenced to die for another murder, 
who has asserted that a gang with 
which he was associated committed 
the murders of which Sacco and Van- 
zetti were convicted. 

Tomorrow the advisory committee 
named by the governor to conduct an 
independent investigation into the case 
will begin hearing arguments of state 
and defense counsel. The committee 
is made up of President A. Lawrence 
Lowell of Harvard, President Samuel 
Stratton of Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and former Judge Robert 
Grant of the Probate court. After the 
arguments the committee will report 
to the governor. 

The men, originally sentenced to die 
in the electric chair during the week 
of July 10, were granted a regpite to 
Aug. 10 to allow completion of the 
governor's review of their case.

A NAVY FOR OUR NEEDS. 
If the American delegation were to agree to 
limit our cruiser armament to 6 inch guns it would 
be gonsense to talk about parity with Great 
Britain. | 
By agreeing to parity in first rate cruisers and 
limiting the number we may build to less than & 
fair technical estimate of our responsibilities would 
{call for, and adding to this a restriction to 6 inch 
guns for the light cruisers, there would not remain 
the ghost of a chance for equality in this genera 
tion. Under such a treaty the British navy would 
consist, first, of the battle fleet, headed by the 
Rodney and Nelson, which has a fleet speed faster 
than ours, and main batteries which outrange ours; 
second, a fleet of large, fast cruisers, capable of 
accompanying the battle fleet anywhere and hav- 
ing a tactical role of importance in battle as well 
as a wide range of offensive action in commerve 
destroying; third, a fleet of light cruisers carrying 
6 inch guns, very effective in commerce destroying 
and capable by use of the world wide system of 
British naval bases of great mobility, a type of 
small value to us; fourth, a great fleet of merchant- 
men convertible into fighting ships by arming with 
6 inch guns. 
Compared with this navy, ours would be out-

The limitation of cruiser armament to 6 inch 
guns would deprive us of the only chance we have 
to offset the tremendous advantage Great Britain 
has in the possession of her system of naval bases 
and a merchant marine containing many ships 
which when converted could smother any naval 
cruiser of the type to which we are asked to 
restrict ourselves. The careful exclusion from 
British discussion of the position in which the 
ruling out of 8 inch guns would place the British 
marine seems to us significant. By talking only 
of regular naval types the objections of the Amer- 
Mean delegation may be made to seem unreason- 
able. But we do not propose to have it ignored. 
The gist of the British policy at Geneva is that it 
will accept any theory of parity with us that 
cannot be realized and make any concession to 
our impudent aspirations that is compatible with 
the sacred formula: “ Britannia rules the waves.” 
As a matter of fact, the American people have 
thought little of parity with Great Britain, recog- 
nizing the peculiar situation of an island people, 
the world scattered possessions of the empire, and 
the vital importance of commerce to the British 
people. But British proposals at the Geneva con- 
ference and British comment are awakening Amer- 
ican thought to American interest, and that is a 
welcome result. The country is back of the dele- 
gation’s insistence upon our right to develop a 
navy adjusted to its responsibilities. It has no 
intention to accept the restrictions proposed by 
the British naval authorities at Geneva. 


GETTING ON WITH THE. 
TERMINAL. ee 


The proposal] to call a conference of the heads 
of the railroads interested in a new south side 
terminal is timely. The straightening of the river 
will be a fact within a few years. That was the 
necessary preliminary to constructing a new ter- 
minal. We see no other important obstacle which 
has to be overcome in advance. 

One adequate station is to replace three inade- 
quate ones. The new station will give the rail- 
roads a dignified gateway to the city to which they 
owe much of their prosperity. In the long run, 
savings to be expected from the efficiency of a 
modern terminal and the economy of unified admin- 
istration should go far toward meeting the cost of 
construction. 

Money is cheap now and it may not always be so. 
This is a favorable time for the railroads to borrow 
the funds they will require for the job. City offi- 
cials and railroad men should find the path to an 
agreement straighter and clearer than it has been 
for many years. |
